The report of the Special Commit- 
tee on Government Ownership and 
Operation of Public Utilities recent- 
ly BMdo by a coHunlttee of members 
tar the Merchants' Assodatloa of 
New York, contains a lot of refresh- 
ing innovations in the arguments 
against this kind of a program for 
use in the United States. Bnt that 
tka Germans, with their peculiar 
•*kultur" were fairly succe.ssful with 
"gOTMnment ownership" and opera- 
tion, appears to be admitted. The 
reason, wbyfore, are given, and the 
following Is an extract from the re- 
port: 

"It is true that government opera- 
tion of public utilities was measura- 
bly sacoeesful in Germany. But the 
reason which, under the German sys- 
tem and being given the mentality 
and traditions of the German people, 
made it fairly successful in that 
country, are the ranaons why under 
our form of gofemment. and with 
the spirit and traditions of the 
American people, government owner- 
ship or operation would be bound to 
prove a failure and a grave social 
and eeonomfe detriment to tkv 
country." 

In another pa:*^ of the report we 
find this statemenr: "The financial 
success of the Prussian railroads is 
due to high rates,, wlrfeh average 
about tiwce those of American rail- 
roads, despite the fact that the 
Prussian roads pay practically no 
taxes and that American wages are 
double tkoae of Prussia. Moreover, 
the opMmtlng costs of the Prussian 
roads are seriously and wastefully 
swelled in the item of labor costs, by 
the excessive number of employees; 
where American railroads employ 
one hundred men, the Prussians em- 
ploy approximately one hundred and 
sixty-six — an exces? common every- 
where under state operation."

Th* Kentuckj Chllk Labor Law 
(aectlon tSi-a Kentucky Statutes) 
forbUU the employing, at any time of 
the year, of Children under 14 years 
of age in any factory, mill, workshop, 
mercantile establishment, store, 
office, printing establishment, bakery, 
launry, restaurant, hotel, apartment 
house, theatre, motion picture estab- 
lishment, or in the distribution or 
transmission of merchandise or mes- 
sages. 

It forbids the employing, at any 
time of the year, of any child be- 
tween 14 and 16 years of age in any 
factory, mill, woritshc^, mercantile 
establlshmant, store, office, printing 
establishment, bakery, laundry, 
resaurant, hotel, apartment house, 
theatre, motion picture establish- 
ment, or in the distribution or trans- 
mission of merchandise or messages, 
unless said child aaenrsa a working 
permit. 

It forbids the employing, at any 
time of the year, in any of the atKJve 
occupations of any child for more 
than 8 hours in any one day; before 
7 a. m. or after 6 p. m., in any one 
day; mom tkan 48 hours in aay 4^e 
week or more than 6 days In any one 
week. 

Unguarded machinery of aay dan- 
gerous description is a vioatlon of 

the law and voids insurance on any 
employee who is under twenty-one 
years of age. (See sub-section 10, 
Kentucky Child Labor Law.) 

The penalty for violating any sec- 
tion of the Kentucky Child Labor 
Law entails a fine of from $15 to $50 
for the first offense. 

A violation of either Federal or 
State Child Labor Acts not only ren- 
dera employers liable to fines under 
both Faderal and State Laws, but 
voids the employers protective Insur- 
ance or Workman's Compensation 
Act in the event of injury to any one 
thus illegally employed.

FRESCDEBT TO LEAVE FOE HOKE 
J TOE 24 . 

WASHINGTON, June 19. — Presi- 
dent Wilson hopes to leave Paris for 
Washington on June 24 or 25, if the 
Germans sign the peace treaty. Im- 
mediately after his arrival in Wash- 
ington, the President will address 
Ckmgress. After clearing up press- 
ing official business he will start on 
his "swing around the circle" early 
in July. It was laid at the Wkite 
House to-day that the President ex- 
pected to spend three weeks on his 
sp e a ki n g tour, explaining the peace 
trsaty and tka Umtpm oC Nations 
covenant. 

The President has made known a 
desire that his audiences during his 
tour be composed largely of oppo- 
^lents of the League of Nations plan, 
rather than its supporters. He also 
has Informed White House officials 
that he might discuss the League 
covenant In public aaaresses in the 
course of his visit to Belgium this 
week. Should he leave Paris a week 
from to-morrow, the Prealdeat 
should arrire in Washington about 
July S. He will present the revised 
draft of the peace treaty to the Sen- 
ate and will discuss the treaty and 
League covenant in an address lo a 
joint session of the Senate and 
House. 



WIS RISK INSURANCE BUBEAITS 
POSTAL SYSTEM 



More than a ton of incoming mail 
each day and nearly as much out- 
going mail has made it neoessary for 
the War Risk Insurance Bureau to 
build up a postal system that is 
larger than any other of its kind in 
the United States. Eighty thousand 
pieces of incoming mail each day are 
the average for the bureau, of these 
more than 50.000 being lett^^-s. 
There are over 80,000 outgoing }v.;- 
leis eacli day. Mail is received evf y 
half hour, day and night, and a foue 
of employees is at work upcn ]t 
throughout every twenty-four hours, 
including Sundays. Most of the em- 
ployees who Arst read the letters re- 
ceived are women^ the majority be- 
ing college gradimtes, highly tnUned 
for this expert work in quickly stor- 
ing the letters, so tluut they reach fh* 
department for which they are in- 
tnded in the quickest pos.^ible tir!?e.

WA3HINOT0N, June 19.— The 
Departmoit of Agriculture has start- 
ed a campaign against the careless 
thrashermen. It wants only ''clean 
straw ricks" left of the greatest 
grain crop the nation ever has 
known, according to a statement 
made public recently. So the thrash- 
ermen will be aided by the govein- 
ment to develop efficiency and avoid 
joss in sepsiatiog the wheat from 
the (haff. 

Records of the department reveal 
startling losses of grain "thiougn 
avoidable waste of thrashermen." 
'ic-ts made in ";ust ordinary" crop 
yoais show an aveiajje of 25,000,0^ 0 
to 27,000,000 b'l -hel'' is thus throvvn 
?.vvay What it will be this year, un- 
less the waste is eliminated, the de- 
partment believed- would be worth 
much more than the campaign «t 
education wovld cost the geveni- 
ment. 

In Minnesota, where ths depart- 
ment made comprehensive tests cov- 
ering 6,500 thrashing maerines last 
year, it was found that more than 
25 per cent, of machines wasted an 
average of 15 bushels of grain a day 
each. This loss, according to the 
figures, was largely through ma- 
chines Ijeing out of repair or through 
lack of adjustment. Some Minne- 
sota thrashers wasted as much as 50 
bushels m day ia Hie thiiisUqg isa> 
son.

IS LARGEST ELM IN U. S. 



(Buffalo News.), 
The largest elm tree in the United 
Stafhs Is in Rathboas, near Marietta. 
0., aeoordiag to tree experts. It Is 
thirty-two feet In circumference aad 
is estimated to be from 500 to 700 
years old. The tree has a spread of 
165 feet and has five limbs branching 
out from the main trunk as IM^S as 
ordinary trees. 

Another faniou.s tree in Ohio, a 
sycamore, was located about one mile 
below Beverly, on the Muskingum 
River. Records collected by the de- 
partment of forestry at the Ohio Ex- 
periment Station show that an early 
Franch traveler made notes of the 
tree, because of its amazing size. His 
record shows that in 1802 the tree 
was forty-seven feet in circumference 
aad that Gea. George Washington 
had also aiside notes eoaeeraiag the 
tree in his early travels lato what 
was then known as the West. Dur- 
ing the latter part of the Nineteenth 
century the tree became hollow to 
such an extent that one could stand 
inside the cavity ajid turn an eleven- 
foot rail around in it. The tree lost 
many of its branches before it disap- 
peared beneath the waters of the 
Muskingum during the eave-la of the 
bank in 1904. 

Early records show that many gi- 
gantic walnut trees were in the for- 
Mt around that immense sycamore; 
many of them were so large that, 
wlMB lying oa the ground, they could 
be chinned by a man. Much of the 
etj^ UmtB hetweea Beverly aad Ma- 
rietta was ceastructed from walnut 
rails whieli were made from tlieee 
tsses.

The following account of how Pri- 
vate Martin S. Glenn, of Paris, fell 
into the hands of the Huns, and how 
he has probably the distinction of be- 
inS the only Bourbon county boy. so 
far as reported, as having been a pris- 
oner of war of the Germans, v. as fur- 
nished to Mrs. Fanniebelle Suther- 
land, County Historian, and by her 
sent to THE NEWS for publication.

''Plicate Maitla 8. Glenn, of Paris, 
son of M. J. and Umrj Kenncy Glenn, 
was called to the colors on May 29.

where he ma>de a record for himself.

BL TABO, TEXAS, June 19. — 
American troops who participated in 
the punitive expedition against the 
Villa rebels in and near Juares Son- 
day night and Monday were billeted 
Monday night in barracks and camps 
on the American side after 24 hours 
of campaigning. 

Seven ragged Mexican prisoners 
were headed toward Ft. Bliss by a 
detachment of the Fifth Cavalry, 
while another cavalry detachment 
drove a herd of 100 captured Mex- 
ican horses and pontes to ^ha remount 
station. 

It was stated unofficially Monday 
night at Ft. Bliss that approximately 
50 Villa followers were killed. 

One American of the Seventh Cav- 
alry, Corporal Chigas, was shot 
through the lung by a Mexican rebeh 

After crossing during: Sunday 
night the cavalry column, supported 
by a battalion of the Eighty-second 
Artillery, advanced and at daybreak 
began a scouting tour. 

Captarin|r the seven prisoners be- 
fore reaching the ViUa camp, the 
cavalry was enabled to proceed, dis- 
mounted, to a short distance of the 
adobe headquarters, when fighting 
was begun by the Americans stand- 
ing in water up to their knees. 

Four Villa men were killed in the 
first assault and the entire force, 
numbering approximately 200 men, 
mounted and escaped toward the 
southwest, with the cavalry troops 
in pursuit. 

The rebel scattered into small 
bands, the Fifth Cavaby pursuing 
one band 35 miles.. 

In the meantime the Seventh 
Cavalry deployed to the southeast 
and pursued another band. Troops 
A and C executed a mount- 
ed pistol charge from the saddle and 
killed a number of the rebels. The 
artillery placed shrapnel directly over 
the heads of the fleeing ViUa force 
and many were killed. " 

After the pursuit the two cavalry 
forces formed a junction and re- 
turned to the American side of the 
river, accompanied by the artillery 
and Eighth Engineers. 

The seven Mexican prisoners pro- 
fessed to be either farmers in the 
valley or Carranza soldiers, none ad- 
mitting having been with Villa. 

Only the cavalry was engaged with 
the rebels at noon, the artillery fir- 
ing in the vicinity of San Lorenzo 
having ceased. 

Orders issued at the district head- 
quarters for the operation of Amer- 
ican troops in Mexico read as fol- 
lows: 

"In the absence of any important 
reasons to the contrary you will with- 
draw your entire command and re- 
cross the border to the United States 

at noon." 

This is not considered an order for 
the recall of the pursuing cavalry, 
hut indicated the strong desire of the 
military authorities to withdraw as 
soon as the objective, which was the 
dispersing of the Villa bands and the 
stopping of firing in the United 
States, had been accomplished. 

American troops sent into Mexico 
to stop the indiscriminate firing 
across the border fought their first 
general engagement with the Mex- 
ican rebel forces of Francisco Villa 
at the Juarez race track shortly 
after 6 o'clock Monday morning and 
the Americans were victorious. 

Villa's troops were driven from 
the raace track by rifle and machine 
gun fire, and many prisoners were 
reported taken by the United States 
cavalry, which took up positions on 
the east and southeast of the track, 
according to an official report at mil- 
itary headquarters. 

The Mexican rebels and Federal 
troops fought in the streets of Juarez 
Saturday night and Sunday night, 
many on both sides being killed. 
Many bullets from the rebel guns 
came across the Rio Grande, and two 
persons were killed and seven wound- 
ed on the American side. 

When the Mexican bullets became 
too thick for the safety of citizens 
of El Paso, Brigadier General J. B. 
Erwin ordered American troops to 
cross the border, and in 10 minutes 
after the order was issued 3.600 
United States saldteit wers in Mex- 
ico.

PARIS. June 19. — The final reply 
of the Allied and Associated Powers 
to the conditions of peace handed to 
the Germans at Versailles May 7 was 
delivered to the German delegation 
Monday and made public shortly 
afterward. 

The Germans are allowed seven 
days to accept mr zafoaa Hm tntktg 
as it stands. 

If they accept, peace will be signed 
at once; if they do not accept the 
armistice will terminate on Monday, 
June 23, before 6 p. m., and the 
Powers will take such steps as may be 
necessary to enforce their terms. 

The principles of the original con- 
ditions have been upheld vigorously 
as establishing a peace of justice, but 
certain moduications in detail and 
many explanatlona of tiia ettaet of 
execution ara made. 

The reply is in two parti — a gen- 
eral covering letter and seriatim dis- 
eaanom of the g«ieral coomter-pro- 
posalik 

The changes mclnde: 
A plebiscite for Upper Silesia, with 
guarantee of coal from the territory. 
Frontier rarttfieatiaa to Wort 

Prussia. 

Omission increase of the German 
army from 100,000 to 200,000 men. 

Declaration of the intention to 
submit within a month of signature 
a list of those accused of having vio- 
lated the laws and customs of war. 

Offer to co-operate with a German 
commission on reparations, and to 
receive suggestions fior diidMising 
the obligation. 

Certain detailed modifications in 
the finance, economic and ports and 
waterways clauses, including aboli- 
tion of the propoeed Kiel Canal Com- 
mission. 

Assurance of membership in the 
League of •Nations in the early fu- 
ture if Germany fulfills her obliga- 
tions. 

The omission of a provision for an 
allied civilian commiasion to eontrol 
the administration on the left bank 
of Uie Rhine from the revised treaty, 
it is eiq>lained, was due to the fact 
that this is considered as a supple- 
mentary convention between Ger- 
many and the aH'ed and associated 
Powers. It was not necessary, there- 
fore, to include it in the treaty. 

The covering letter is from M. 
Clemenceau, President of the peace 
conference, to Count von Brockdorff- 
Rantzau, President of the German 
dalscation.

As the docu- 
ment is not authentic and if it were 
a real copy it would be subject to 
changes and its costly publication is 
not only a breach of faith and an 
effort to snub Wilson, but playing 
into the hands of the Germans. 
President Wilsan had asked the Sen- 
ate not to consider the document till 
he presented an authorized copy and 
the premature publicatiofi of a pur- 
loined copy is sure to widen the 
breach between the Senate and him.

Harvesting a two hundred million 
bushel wheat crop is a serious prob- 
lem which Kansas faces to be ac- 
complished within a few weeks. 
Wheat cutting cannot be put off. 
State Farm Labor Director Frizell. 
of Larned. calls for 2 20.000 men to 
harvest the crop, more than half this 
immense army of workers to be 
brought in from other States. There 
are still in the army, unavailable for 
harvest hands, more than twice as 
many men as a year ago. and Kan- 
sas is therefore shorthanded to an ex- 
tent that it has never been before. 

With high wages in other occupa- 
tions it is not easy to induce men to 
come into the wheat harvest. The 
pay is good enough, but the job does 
not attract men who have perma- 
nent employment. For harvest hands 
Kansas must rely largely on feiniur 
men in the S. A. T. C. 

"If the wheat isn't harvested as 
soon as it is ripe, it is lost." Mr. 
Frizell told Kansaa City laat week. 
"We can put off our com, our hay 
and our alftilfa, hut we can't put off 
wheat. The crop this year la going 
to be worth 1475.000.000." 

It is worth a supreme effort to aare 
the whole of it.
